court test on that issue is an-

tion was made by Alderman 
Parmley and seconded by Al- 
derman Poulos and carried by 
the 12-to-4 vote. 

City Atty. Scroggins was 
called upon’ for a legal opinion 
by Alderman Rutledge 

Scroggins was brief and stat 
ed that Illinois statutes provide 
for the mayor to appoint all 
city officers with the consent 
of the council, unless otherwise 
provided by law. 

He added that it clearly 
states “the mayor shall ap- 
point. That doesn’t mean 
‘may,’ it means ‘must.’ It is 
my legal opinion that the 
ordinances as drafted are 
inconsistent with the state 
statutes and are improper 
and illegal. 

Council members said nothing 


as the mayor pointed out the 
ordinances on the chiefs’ ap- 
pointments had not been pre- 
pared by the city attorney and 
were not in the best interest of 
the citizens of Granite City. 

He related early Granite City 
history, pointing out that from 
1896 to 1905, the mayor appoint- 
ed the chiefs. Then there was a 
council-mayor dispute, and the 
council took away the power 
from the mayor. “The result 
was,” Partney said, “that state 
law required the chiefs to be 
elected by the people, and that 
went on until 1911 when alder- 
men were elected and the pow- 
er of appointment went back to 
the mayor.” 

He added, “If you have a dif- 
ferent law; show me.” 

The initial motion to override 


the mayor's veto of the ordi- 
nance on council appointment 
of the police chief was made by 
Parmley and seconded by Pou- 
los. 

Voting to override were 
Nonn, Basarich, Boyd, Dal- 
las, Moerlien, Parmley, 
Robertson, Poulos, Green, 
Dawes, Morlen and Schuler. 
Opposed were Rutledge, 
Whitmer, Jarrett and Bok- 
er. 

The same procedure was fol- 
lowed to overide the vetoes on 
the appointment of the fire 
chief and on revising the po- 
lice department _ organization 
requiring desk clerks to be reg- 
ular police officers.

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Levee Board Promises Canal Improvement 


A delegation of 25 residents of 
State Park Place and the 
Mounds State Park area were 
promised by the East Side 
Levee and Sanitary district 
board of trustees yesterday that 
work will get under way next 
week on improvements to Can- 
teen Creek that members of the 
delegation said were promised 
to them nearly a year ag 

On a motion by 
“Mike” Ebersoldt of Veni 
Madison county member of the 
levee board. the trustees au- 
thorized Chief Engineer Adwir 
L. Kraemer to proceed with in- 
stallation of a culvert and flood 
gate. The board also authorized 
Kraemer to proceed with 
changes in the originally pro- 
posed locations of the culvert 
and flood gate as requested by 
the delegation in yesterday's 
meeting if the engineer’s inspec- 
tion makes such changes feas- 
ible. 

The group which described it- 
self as a Citizens Action Com- 
mittee organized to obtain ac- 
tion on improvement of the 
ditch and thus cut down flood 
dangers in the area, pointed out 
to the board that as the result 
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of a meeting with Morris Camp- 
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bell, president of the levee 
board, on April 14, 1969, the 
flood gate and culverts were or- 
dered, a ditch between Pearl 
and Jesse streets was dredged 
and a pump was loaned to 
pump out a lake behind the 
Mounds Water district office. 


Gate Never Installed 

But since that time, the group 
said, “repeated efforts to have 
the new flood gate and culverts 
installed have proved fruitless.” 
The levee district had proposed 
replacing the present Canteen 
Creek flood gate and the new 
culverts installed to prevent 
eroding. The area was hit se- 
verely by the flood -in early 
July last year when Red Cross 
aid was given about 30 fami- 
lies in that particular area. 

The delegation yesterday re- 
quested, however that. the flood 
gate be relocated at the end of 
Jessee street where Canteen 
Ditch is wider and more easily 
accessible for maintenance. The 
group also suggested that a 
culvert could be laid along the 
road easement to a point where 
the ditch crosses Jessee street. 

In addition, the group request- 
ed that a pump be located 
above the flood gate to pump 
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water over the ditch when the 
gate closes, and that an area 
resident be hired to man the 
pump in times of heavy rains. 

Theodore Fitzpatrick of East 
St. Louis, who said he is an or- 
ganizer of various citizen 
groups throughout the Ameri- 
can Bottoms to improve drain- 
age, and Martin Gibbons, who 
said he is an advisor to the citi- 
zens committee, acted as 
spokesman for the delegation. 
Fitzpatrick is assistant super- 
intendent of pumping stations 
for the levee district. 

To Meet Officials 

Ebersoldt at first told the 
group that he éxpects to meet 
with state officials in about two 
weeks regarding plans for hill- 
side drainage work in the arca 
and that he was hesitant to set

Planned in ‘17, Built in ‘42 

Blueprints for the Depot were 
first drawn up in 1917 but the 
proposed construction was 
shelved when world war I end 
ed 

After world war I] broke out, 
it was decided to proceed with 
the project and ground was 
broken in April 1942 for what 
was to be known as the Granite 
City Engineer Depot 

A trained cadre of personnel 
arrived from Columbus, O., in 
August 1942 to begin operation 
of the depot. The base contin- 
ued under the command of the 
U. S. Army Corps of Engineers 
until August 1962, when reor- 
ganization of the overall Army 
logistic system resulted in cre- 
ation of the U. S. Army Supply 
and Maintenance Command 

In July 1966, the Granite City 
Army Depot was placed under 
the U. S. Army Materiel Com 
mand. 

Operations began on a limited 
scale Aug. 9, 1942, with hiring 
and supply acquisition handled 
from offices in the Venice city 
hall, Activity reached a peak in 
July 1943 when over 92,000 tons 
of materiel requiring 4500 rail- 
road cars were received and 
shipping. 

5200 Employees in 1944 

Peak employment of 5200 was 
reached in 1944, During world 
war II, 1500 officers and over 
2000 enlisted men were trained 
here for engineering supply and 
maintenance functions. 

Operations tapered off in the 
late 1940s only to increase in 
tempo again to support troops 
in Korea in 1950, New buildups 
occurred during the Berlin con- 
troversy in the fall of 1961 and 
with the escalation of the Viet- 
nam fighting in the mid-1960s. 

From the latter years of world 
war II until the present, numer- 
ous building programs increased 
the Depot facilities and refined 
the wartime living and working 
conditions, There are now many 
permanent structures. 

The Depot was the scene of a 
worldwide conference in Jan- 
uary 1953, when depot com 
manders from bases all over 
the globe converged on Granite 
City to compare supply storage 
and processing procedures 

Close Link to Vietnam 

Just as it helped markedly to 
achieve the Allied victory in 
world war IT, the Army Depot 
during the past several years 
played a key role in the Vict- 
nam war. 

Beginning in the spring of 
1966, it accepted the responsi- 
bility of delivering to units in 
the field within 144 hours what- 
ever supplies were considered to 
be vital.

State's Atty. R. W. Griffith to 
remove Smith as the board's 
counsel in the case. 

Carl Buehler, assistant Gran- 
{te City township supervisor and 
committee chairman, submitted § 
to Griffith a copy of a letter 
from Smith noting his opinion 
that the county would be un- 
able to prevent the landfill op- 
eration as the county sanitation 
ordinance is defective. 

The matter was argued 
thoroughly at the meeting of 
the county board last month 
Buehler said Tuesday that in 
his opinion the county ordinance 
is stronger than the state sta- 
tute 

He said that Griffith lacked 
knowledge of the. dispute and 
did not take immediate action 
on the request 

Buehler added that the co 
poration has not filed for an- 
other landfill permit. It has 
filed a petition to rezone the 
area with the county zoning 
board of appeals, but no action 
‘on the petition has been taken 
by Jack Clifford, county zoning

College Grad Job SIU-SW Prof's Report 


Hopes This Year 
Appear Confused 


“A confusing year — one of 
muddy waters.” That seems to 
sum up the current job pros- 
pect situation for this June's 
college graduates. 

A survey of universities and 
colleges irom coast to coast 
revealed a situation ranging 
from ‘extremely bleak to 
good.” 

Generally, college placement 
officials feel that the job mar- 
ket is down for this year’s 
graduates, but it is too early to 
begin hanging crepe. One 
placement director classified 
the situation as one of general 
softness — “not at all unlike 
walking on spring ice.” Any 
change in the country's econo- 
my could greatly change the 
picture by the time the sheep- 
skins are passed out in June. 

On-campus recruiting is down 
somewhat this year with most 
colleges reporting some cancel- 
lations for economic reasons. 
Often companies are making 
only one campus visit, instead 
of two or three as in past 
years. Other companies have 
not cut back on their interview: 
ing, but have fewer offers to 
make. 

This year it's definitely an 
employer's market. Employers 
are being much more selective 
this year, their needs having 
been cut by the current eco- 
nomic situation. While the past 
few years have seen business 
and industry going so far as to 
hoard manpower, today they 
are looking for quality rather 
than quantity. Many companies 
are adopting a “wait and see” 
attitude, holding off on job of- 
fers until later in the spring 
when the economic picture may 
be more in focus. 

Hardest hit of the 1970 grad- 
uates will probably be engi- 
neers, Government cutbacks in 
defense and aerospace con- 
tracts have caused heavy lay- 
offs in some areas of the coun- 
try, thereby releasing experi- 
enced men who get preference 
over new grads, New fields, 
such as pollution control, might 
take up some slack, however. 
The demand is still good for 
chemical and industrial engi- 
neers in most areas.

On Teacher 


Labeling of teachers as “un- 
ion” or “non-union” types is no 
longer valid, according to a 
study made by Stefan P. Krch- 
niak, member of the Education 
Division racuity at the Southern 
Illinois University-Southwestern 
campus. 

The study shows that begin- 
ning teachers — regardless of 
which teacher organization they 
join—tend to have similar char- 
acteristics. 

Prof. Krchniak, who is chair- 
man of the Educational Admin- 
istration faculty at SIU-SW, will 
report on his study at the an- 
nual meeting of the American 
Educational Research Associa- 
tion in Minneapolis, March 2-6. 

The title of the study is ‘The 
Organizational Choice of Begin- 
ning Teachers in Districts with 
Competing National Education 
Association and American Fed- 
eration of Teacher Affiliates.” 

The project was centered 
near New York city, where he 
conducted. a survey of 178 be- 
ginning teachers from five 
school lems suburban 
communities. 

Prof. Krchniak examined va- 
rious attitudes beginning teach- 
ers have toward membership in 
the National Education Associa- 
tion (NEA) and the American 
Federation of Teachers (AFT). 
Among the factors examined 
were forced participation in an 
organization by administrators 
and the influence of other teach- 
ers on the beginning teacher's 
membership choice.

ginning teachers had not been 
forced by administrators to 
join any particular teacher or- 
ganization. The study also re- 
vealed that, if beginning teach- 
ers come from a family with a 
tradition of unionism, this did 
not necessarily persuade the 
beginning teacher to join the 
AFT (AFL-CIO) group. Most 
beginning teachers, Prof Krch- 
niak found, though administra- 
tors tended to lean toward the 
National Education Association 
(NEA), although competition 
between local teacher organiza- 
tions served as a check on the 
extent to which teachers were 
influenced by administrators. 

From this study, Dr. Krch- 
niak points out that in the fu- 
ture there will be an increase in 
competition between the NEA 
and AFT and an increase in 
militant behavior on the part of 
our teachers. 

Prof Krchniak received his 
B.S. degree in Education in 1954 
at ‘the State University of New 
York Teachers College in Fre- 
donia, N. Y. He received the 
Master of Music degree from 
Manhattan School of Music in 
New York city in 1957, and the 
Ph.D. degree in 1968 in Educa- 
tional Administration from New 
York University. 

Before coming to SIU In 1988, 
Krchniak was an instructor in 
the School of Education at New 
York University. 

Prof. Krchniak and his wife, 
Nancy, live in Edwardsville 
with their three-year old daugh- 
ter.

Johnson also reported that one 
trainee in six was under 25 
years of age when she entered 
training. 

The VA chief added that more 
than half of the wives and wid- 
ow trainees, about 54%, pursued 
their education in college, while 
about one in 12, just over 8%, 
studied in graduate schools. 

Almost half of the college 
trainees, 48%, were enrolled on 
a part-time basis, while just 
over 85% of those studying be- 
low college level did so on a 
full-time basis, Johnson said.

Property Damage 
May be Deductible 
On Income Tax 


Damage to a car, home or 
other non-business property 
may qualify as a deduction on 
federal income tax returns, Jay 
G. Philpott, district director of 
Internal Revenue for central 
and southern Illinois, said to 
day. 

Tax_deductions may usually 
be taken when the damage to 
non-business property occurs 
from a ‘natural disaster such 
as a fire, flood, storm or hurri- 
cane. Losses from theft may 
also be deducted. However, 
losses resulting from such 
causes as rust, erosion, ter 
mites, moths or disease are not 
deductible. 

Philpott said the distinction 
between a deductible and a non- 
deductible casualty rests on 
whether the event causing the 
disaster was sudden or unex- 
pected whereas damage from 
termites or settling due to ero 
sion is not deductible since it 
occurs over a long period of 
time. 

Philpott said that on +real 
property held for personal use, 
the amount of the loss is either 
the adjusted basis of the prop- 
erty or the decrease in its fair 
market value — whichever is 
lower. On personal property, 
the cost or the decrease in fair 
market value, whichever is low- 
er, is the amount of the loss. If 
the loss is covered by Insur- 
ance, this compensation should 
be subtracted from the amount 
which may be deduct 

Only the amount of the net 
loss of property used for per 
sonal purposes, in excess of 
$100 per casualty or theft, Is 
deductible. Married taxpayers 
filing joint returns need to ex+ 
clude only $100 for each casual+ 
ty loss. If they file separate re- 
turns, each is subject to the 
$100 exclusions. 

Damage to a car may: also 
qualify as a casualty loss if the 
accident was not due to the tax 
payer's negligence or willful 
act. Philpott said that no de 
duction may be taken for 
amounts paid for damage to ane 
other car with which the tax+ 
payer collided. 

On theft losses, the deduction 
may be taken in the year it is 
discovered. No deduction is per+ 
mitted for lost or*mislaid prop- 
erty.

Delinquency 


Illinois has submitted the na- 
tion's first comprehensive state 
plan for juvenile delinquency 
prevention and control to fed- 
eral officials, Gov. Ogilvie an- 
nounced this week. 

The Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission, the governor's 
strategic planning agency in the 
state’s war on crime, submitted 
the plan to the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. If the plan is approved 
by HEW officials, Ilinois will 
become eligible for federal 
funds under the Juvenile Delin- 
quency Prevention and Control 
Act of 1968. 

The plan stresses the need for 
a judicial system dealing sepa- 
rately with young delinquents 
and with dependent or neglected 
children in need of supervision 
Included in the 24 projects out- 
lined are: diagnostic and treat- 
ment services for juveniles at 
the community level; consolida- 
tion of juvenile detention facil 
ities on a regional basis and de- 
velopment of community cor- 
rection centers; a model educa- 
tional facility to accommodate 
problem students and legal rep- 
resentation for juvenile defend- 
ants 

Ogilvie said Illinois was the 
only state with a youth advisory 
board functioning the first year 
under the 1968 act. In 1969 the 
commission approved 171 plan- 
ning and action grants totaling 
about $4 million to support mod- 
ernization of Illinois’ municipal, 
county and state criminal jus- 
tice agencies.

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In Line of Duty 


An opinion from Attorney 
General William J. Scott has 
assured that the families of vol- 
unteer policemen, firemen and 
deputy sheriffs are eligible for 
compensation of up to $10,000 
should the volunteers be killed 
in the line of duty. 

The opinion, requested by 
State Rep. R. Bruce Waddell of 
Dundee, is regarded as erasing 
a major concern of hundreds of 
police and fire volunteers 
throughout the state. 

Such compensation was auth- 
orized during the 76th General 
Assembly (Senate Bill 192). 
Rep. Waddell told Scott, how- 
ever, that many police and fire 
volunteers in his district were 
concerned that they might not 
be protected by the new statute. 

Scott's opinion eliminated the 
doubt and, at the same time, 
spelled out the definition of a 
“volunteer” as “a person hav- 
ing regular employment at work 
other than that of a fireman 
or police officer, but who is 
carried on the rolls of a regu- 
larly constituted fire depart- 
ment or police unit, the mem- 
bers of which are under the 
jurisdiction of the corporate 
authorities of city, 
incorporated town and who 
may receive some compensa- 
tion for his services as a fire- 
man or law enforcement of- 
ficer.” 

The Illinois attorney general 
made it clear that the volunteer 
must be carried on the police 
or fire department's roster as 
an authorized duly enrolled 
member. A member of the 
general public who lends tem- 
porary assistance to police or 
fire units is not considered a 
volunteer under the law. 

While the opinion dealt pri- 
marily with fire volunteers, he 
stressed that “part-time law en- 
forcement officers or part-time 
peace officers who may be em- 
ployed by the state or local 
governmental entity and who 
may receive compensation for 
their services should be includ- 
ed within the definition” of 
those eligible for compensation.

Month--Save $800 


A cutback from three to two 
council meetings a month, pro- 
posed Monday night by Granite 
City Mayor Partney, was re- 
ferred to the Ordinance com- 
mittee for study before presen- 
tation to the council.

Deadly to Unborn 

Totally different from regular 
measles, Rubella (German 
Measles) appears to be a mild, 
harmless, common three-day 
childhood infection, When Ru- 
bella infects a pregnant mother 
and her unborn child, the re- 
sults are deadly, causing birth 
defects and death. 

During a Rubella epidemic in 
1964, a total of 20,000 infants 
were born dead in the United 
States, and another 30,000 were 
seriously handicapped . . . blind, 
deaf, mentally retarded, mal- 
formed, or with defects of the 
heart or other organs. 

It is to halt the spread of the 
apparently mild, childhood di- 
sease Rubella’ to pregnant 
women that the new vaccine 
was developed. 

The National Foundation of 
the March of Dimes, which is 
spearheading the preventive 
program with the State Health 
Department, notes that children 
vaccinated against Rubella are 
completely immunized so they 
can't catch, carry or spread 
Rubella. 

“Our only defense against 
another Rubella epidemic is 
vaccination—but it is a sure 
defense," medical authorities 
emphasize.

A resolution submitted to the 
city by the Granite City Hous- 
ing Authority seeking confirma- 
tion of the commission's request 
for an $80,000 study grant for 
added housing units for the 
elderly was taken under advise- 
ment Monday night by Granite 
City council members. 

Alderman Robertson request- 
ed copies for each alderman to 
study before any action is tak- 
en. 

David Morgan, executive di- 
rector of the housing authority, 
was present for the council 
session, and in answering the 
aldermen’s questions, said no 
site or type of development has 
yet been decided.

GC Council Ok's 7589 Bills,

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Democrats, GOP Likely to Remain Strong 
Despite Independents, Ideological Split 


“Regardless of how you may actually vote, 
what do you usually consider yourself—a Re- 
publican, a Democrat or an independent?” 
There is generally some slippage for the party 
that failed to win the presidency and the Dem- 
ocrats have not escaped it, decreasing from 52%

It is obvious that the “‘out’’ party still has 
considerable strength.

Transition Gives Madison Voters Chance 
To Redefine Role of Individual Citizen 


For those Madisonians who see more bene- 
fits than drawbacks in having a strong political 
organization, it would be only natural for them 
to attempt to maintain the status quo by sub- 
stituting a new leader to replace their late mayor 
—a successor who can give leadership on nearly 
all civic and political issues as well as on those 
involving the municipal government. 

Whether or not this is what occurs, it might 
be well for the citizenry to devote a bit of 
thought and soul-searching to the question dur- 
ing the interim period preceding the spring or 
summer mayoralty election. As this was being 
written, there had been no announcement of a 
selection, but growing sentiment for advance 
agreement on a single nominee. 

What deserves consideration at this point 
is the extent of power to be associated with the 
office. This can differ greatly with the office- 
holder, depending on the approach taken by 
various mayors and on the circumstances which 
they face. One of the circumstances is the pub- 
lic’'s attituide—how willing it is to give up in- 
dividual voices and submerge them within a 
relatively unified group in order to put added 
strength behind the stands which are taken. 

A “bread and butter” policy has been one 
of the primary elements in the structure of the 
Madison organization throughout the history of 
the village and city. 

Patronage workers in local, county and 
state jobs formed the nucleus along with their 
relatives and friends; when applying for a posi- 
tion, it did not hurt one's chances a bit if he 
was a member of a large family, with many of 
the members still residing in Madison and of 
voting age 

There is much to be said for the develop- 
ment of loyal staffs of employees, and for co- 
hesive efforts ta carry out progressive programs. 
But there can be a partial loss of freedom if 
such loyalty becomes so certain that officials 
can take it for granted and disregard public 
opinion on a particular issue. 

Whether it be tavern hours or bidding- 
purchasing policies or law enforcement 
uniformity, officials can do almost as they please 
—not as the public may wish—if they know 
they are going to remain in office anyway, garn- 

ering votes by promising job security. 

It is not quite this simple or clear-cut, of 
course. Most Madison governmental decisions 
undoubtedly coincide with the wishes of most 
residents, which is what democracy is all about. 

But in the current transition, Madisonians 
ought to be aware that the kind of ground rules 
they place in effect formally or informally in 
1970 may be with them for a long time. The 
79-year history has included 32-year and 28- 
year tenures of consecutive service by two 
mayors. The present opportunity for a shift in 
emphasis may not still be attainable unless 
grasped now. 

It has been a Madison tradition to support 
a strong political apparatus. This may not 
change, but a little less unanimity could go a 
long way toward assuring that such organiza- 
tional strength will be used for rather than 
against the interest of individual Madison citi- 
zens.

Townships were author- 
zed by the Virginia legislature 
in 1778 and were organized as 
administrative units of the

The Tlinois Constitution of 
1818 contained no reference to 
townships, but the First Gen- 
eral Assembly created them as 
corporate bodies. 

During all of this period, the 
township was not a unit of local 
government as such, but a di 
trict or an administrative divi- 
sion of the county for judicia 
operations, the organization of 
elections, and the appointment 
of such county officials as elec- 
tion judges, constables, over- 
seers of the poor and highway 
supervisors. 

The General Assembly 
eliminated the civil town- 
ship (the corporate body) 
between 1823 and 1827, and 
established the Congres- 
sional township (the area so 
defined by federal survey) 
as an area of school admin- 
istration. 

Under pressure from settlers 
from the Northeast. a clause 
was added to the Constitution 
of 1848 and repeated in the 
Constitution of 1870, requiring 
the legislature to provide a sys- 
tem of township organization. 

That clause is the basis of the 
independent township govern- 
ment of today.

Slight Gain in Spendable ‘Income 


In January, Gross 


Earnings Drop 


‘ (Bureau of Labor Statistics) 


Purchasing power of the na- 
tion’s rank-and-file workers de- 
clined for the fourth consecu- 
tive month in January. The de- 
cline resulted from the usual 
January drop in average weekly 
hours and a further rise in con- 
sumer prices. 

Gross weekly earnings of pro- 
duction and nonsupervisory 
workers dropped 81 cents be- 
tween December and January, 
to $116.81. 

The over-the-month decline 
was attributable to a half-hour 
reduction in the average work- 
week, which more than offset 
a two-cent gain in average 
hourly earnings. After adjust- 
ment for price increases, gross 
weekly earnings were 1.1% be- 
low the December level and 
0.29% below a year ago. 

Spendable earnings, or after- 
tax pay, were higher in Janu- 
ary, reflecting changes in fed- 
eral income taxes incoroporated 
in the 1970 Tax Reform Act. 

Take-home pay for the worker 
with three dependents increased 
22 cents, to $102.52. The in- 
crease for the single worker 
amounted to 78 cents, raising 
the net pay for the week to 
$93.95. 

Compared to January 1969, 
spendable earnings were up 
$5.84, or 6.0%, for the worker 
with three dependents and $6.19, 
or 7.1%, for the single worker. 

Rising prices continued to 
erode gains in take-home pay 
in January. For the worker 
with three dependents, real 
spendable earnings—take-home 
pay expressed in 1957-59 dollars 
to reflect consumer price 
changes—decreased by 13 cents, 
to $77.78. 

Real earnings for the worker 
with three dependents were 
0.2% below a year ago and 2.3% 
below the high of September 
1968. Real earnings for the 
worker with three dependents 
have remained below year-ago 
levels for 12 months in a row. 

For the single worker, real 
earnings were 0.5% above their 
December levels and 0.8% 
above a year ago. 

These small increases reflect- 
ed the greater comparative tax 
benefits for single persons re- 
sulting from the 1970 tax 
changes. 

The Consumer Price In- 
dex rose 0.4% in January to 
131.8 (1957-59 equals 100). 

Price increases for serv- 
ices, particularly transpor- 
tation, accounted for a ma- 
jor part of the boost. De- 
spite a significant rise in 
food prices, commodity 
prices rose only slightly as 
prices declined for apparel 
and new and used cars. 

The January rise put the all- 
items index 6.2% above a year 
ago. 

‘A review of major compon- 
ents of the Price Index shows 
the price gains over the last 
three months, from October to 
January, were: 

All items, 6.0%. Commodi- 
ties, 4.49%; food 11.2%, apparel 
2.0%, non-durables less food 
and apparel 2.0% and durables 
1.6%. Services, 8.4%; rent 
4.0%, household services less

rent 7.6%, transportation serv. 
ices 21.6%, medical care 6.0% 
and other services 4.8%. 

A. similar comparison be- 
tween January 1969 and Janus 
ary 1970 follows: 

All items, 6.2%. Commodl- 
ties, 5.4%; food 7.1%, apparel 
4.9%, other non-durables 3.9%, 
durables 4.7%.

Charges for consumer serv- 
ices rose by an accelerated 
0.9%, largely because of a 
sharp rise in transportation 
services. % 


Higher local transit fares in 
New York City, plus wide 
spread increases in costs of 
registering, insuring and Te- 
pairing automobiles, were re- 
sponsible. 

Prices of medical care serv 
ices moved up as physicians’ 
and dentists’ fees and hospital 
daily service charges continued 
to rise. Household services, 
moved up more slowly than in 
recent months because of a 
drop in prices of residential 
telephone services. 

Food prices rose more than 
usual for January, 0.6%, de- 
spite a contra-seasonal decline 
in prices of fresh vegetables, 
and were an important factor 
in the index advance. Prices 
of eggs, poultry and milk, 
which usually decline in Janu- 
ary, rose appreciably. 

Beef and pork prices rose 
more than seasonally. This is 
the first increase in beef prices 
since July of last year, 

Prices for commodities other 
than food, on the average, de- 
clined less than  seasonably. 
Apparel commodities showed a 
full seasonal price drop of 
1.3%; the decline reflected the 
effects of clearance sales, 
Prices of other non-durable 
goods climbed 0.2%, principal- 
ly because of increases for 
newspapers, alcoholic beverag- 
es away from home, and ciga- 
rets. 

Consumer durable goods 
posted a  contra-seasonal 
increase as prices of new 
cars failed to decline as 
much as usual and house 
prices climbed fairly sharp- 
ly. Used car prices were 
down 2.6% in January. 
Approximately 100,000. work 

ers will receive cost-of-living 
wage increases, based on the 
Consumer Price Index for Jan- 
uary. 

About 55,000 workers in the 
automotive and aircraft equip- 
ment and office machinery in- 
dustries will receive hourly 
pay increases ranging from 
four to eight cents, based on 
the change in the national in- 
dex since October 1969. 

An additional 18,000 workers, 
mainly in the automotive 
equipment industry, will get 
pay raises ranging from seven 
to nine cents an hour, as a re- 
sult of the rise in the national 
index between Jenuary 1060 
and January 1970,

County Crop Yields 

Crop yields in Madison county 
averaged slightly higher In 1969 
than in 1968, but 1968 was not a 
good year. 

Corn averaged 76 bushels per 
acre in 1969, compared with 74 
bushels in 1968, according to the 
Illinois Cooperative Crop Re- 
porting Service. 

Soybeans averaged 30 bushels 
per acre in 1969, up two bushels 
over 1968. Wheat at 36 bushels 
per acre in 1969 was up one 
bushel per acre over 1968 

Record high yields were made 
in 1967 when corn averaged 96 
bushels per acre and soybeans 
32 bushels. Highest average for 
wheat was 42 bushels in 1966. 

Today 2.4 million fewer farm- 
workers in the United States 
are producing 14% more farm 
products on 23 million fewer 
acres of cropland than in 1960. 

The average farmworker pro- 
duces enough farm products to 
supply 43 people—38 this 
country and five 0. 

Helping farmers achieve 
these impressive gains in on- 
farm productivity are the many 
workers in farm input or mar- 
keting industries. Every far 
worker is now backed up 
more than two nonfarm em- 
ployees in agriculturally related 
industries.

LICE PATROLMEN 

BE IT ORDAINED by the 
City Council of the City of 
Granite City, Ilinois as follows: 

SECTION 1: There is hereby 
created a Police Department 
an Executive Department of 
the City. The Police Depart- 
ment shall consist of the Chief 
of Police, Assistant Chief of 
Police, Chief of Detectives, four 
Lieutenants of Police, four Ser- 
geants of Police and thirty 
Patrolmen. 

SECTION 2: The following of- 
fices are hereby created, to 
wit: The Office of Chief of 
Police, the Office of Assistant 
Chief of Police; 
Chief of Detectives, four of- 
fices of Lieutenants of Police, 
four Offices of Sergeants of 
Police, and thirty Offices of 
Polic ‘atrolmen. 

SECTION 3: The Board of 
Police and Fire Commissioner 
shall appoint all officers and 
the members of the police de- 
partment with the exception of 
the Chief of Police; all appoint- 
ments to the police department 
other than that of the lowest 
rank and with the exception of 
the Chief of Police shall be 
from the rank next below that 
to which the appointment is 
made. The City Council shall 
appoint the Chief of Police who 
may, in the Council's discre- 
tion, be appointed from the 
membership of the police de- 
partment regardless of rank. 

SECTION 4: The Chief of 
Police shall be the keeper of 
the City Jail and shall have 
custody of all persons incar-

Landscaping Older Homes 

Many times a handsome 
home seems lonely or isolated 
because the shrubs and trees 
have grown old. 

Architects and nurserymen 
use plants and planning to cre- 
ate and preserve beauty. They 
select plants for a specific use 
because of size, shape, color or 
combination of characteristics. 
But eventually most plants be- 
come over mature and need to 
be replaced. Architects say 15 
years. 1 feel some plantings 
will remain useful for 20 years 
if well designed and pruned. 
You can test this theory by vis- 
iting a 20-year old subdivision 
and look over the landscaping. 

Landscaping has these ob- 
jectives: to beautify the home, 
not be a collection of interest- 
ing plants; to soften the shape 
of the home without hiding it; 
to be among trees, not con- 
cealed in a forest, Landscaping 
should start with a new plan. 
The smaller the home grounds, 
the greater the need for prop- 
er planning. An architects fee, 
including visit, and analysis of 
use of your property will be 
similar to the price of a new 
refrigerator. The planting can 
then become a family project 
or offered to your local nur- 
serymen. 

Repairs for Splitting Trees 

When trees develop a double 
trunk the V-shaped crotch often 
splits to ruin a treasured tree. 

Whether trees are saplings or 
giants you can easily see the 
scar developing when two limbs 
create a V-shaped crotch. Rot- 
ting bark between the touching 
limbs produce these scars and 
prevent healing. As each trunk 
grows the larger top and extra 
weight is more likely to catch 
the wind or extra snow and 
start a destructive split.

Choosing a Dishwasher 

With so many dishwasher 
brands and models on the mar- 
ket, making a suitable choice 
for your family becomes confus- 
ing. These suggestions may 
help you choose: 

—Buy brand-name appliances 
and equipment. A reputable 
manufacturer is concerned 
about the design, construction 
and servicing of his products. 

—Check the warranty or guar- 
antee coverage that allows re- 
course should the appliance 
prove faulty. 

—Buy from a reliable dealer 
with competent installation per - 
sonnel and available service for 
normal upkeep and repairs, 

—Read descriptive literature 
before buying. And be sure to 
read the instruction booklet be+ 
fore using an appliance. 

—Buy only appliances that 
meet national standards for 
safety. Look for the Underwrit+ 
ers Laboratory approval. 

Because of the wide variety of 
dishwasher types, you will need 
to consider which style best 
suits your present arrangement 
or planned design. The choices 
include portable models; con- 
vertible dishwashers, which are 
portables that can be built in if 
you desire; and built-ins, which 
may be a separate unit or com- 
bined with a sink. 

An average-size dishwasher 
accommodates 14 place settings, 
but capacity varies from 10 to 
18 place settings in various 
models. 

Performance features differ 
greatly. Here are some of the 
choices: prewash or prerinse, 
rinse and hold, single wash, 
double wash, rinse and dry, 
plate warming, pots and pans 
and fine china.
